Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method and 
apparatus for processing a multi-carrier transmission signal are disclosed. The closest 
prior art Seo Jae-Hyun et al BP document No. EP 1 195 961 A2 discloses similar 
method and apparatus. However, it fails to teach or fairly suggest, in combination with 
the other claimed limitations, the limitation of " synchronizing the apparatus to the multi- 
carrier transmission bursts by finding the index of received symbols based on the pilot 
carrier position", recited in claim 1, and similar limitations recited generally in claim 17 
and 18.
